any time you finde any ſuddaine or 
groſſe alteration, then be aſſurcd of 
ſome ſickneſſe approaching, And 
thus of any other particular quality 
in your Horſc (which you ſhall ob- 
ſerve in his health) for it is impoſh.

Many other ſignes of ſickeneſſe 
there are, as the not caſting of the 
Coate in due time, Hyde- 
continuall diflike and leaneneſle, 
where there is good feeding, beſide 
many other : Bur they are ſo vulgat 
and commonly knowne, that I need 


not rehearſe them, and theſe ſignes. 


already written are ſufficient for 


knowledge. 
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The curing of any heart ſickeneſſe, -or 
head ſickneſſe, or any ordinary 


Willnow deſcend to the cure of 
theſe inward fickneſles, and al- 
though every ſeverall ſickneſle have 
a ſeverall cure, as I have ſhewed at 
os in.my Bookes, yet [ will draw 
all here,into one hidden,but certaine 
and moſt infallible approoved Me- 
thod, which 1 have ever found proſ- 

perous and fortunate. 
Whenſoever, cither by the fignes 
before rehearſed, or other accident 
or knowledge you ſhall finde your 
Horſe grievouſly pained with  in- 
ward ſickeneſſe, the firſt thing you 
do, youſhallopen his Necke-veine, 
and receive ſome of the firſt blood 
into a Pewter porrenger, which if 
you ſet it in cold water, it will pre- 
ſently diſcover the foulenefſe and 
putrefaRtion, ſo then you ſhall let 
2 the 
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the Horſe blced welltill the blood 
change, neither muſt you be nice or 
render in this aRion, becauſe you 
muſt underſtand, that all inward 
ſicknes in Horſes, draw their effe&s 
from the putrefa&tion of the blood 
onely : And this is thereaſon. 

Ir is eertaine that the Horſe (of 
all other Creatures) hath no Gall 
or naturall YVeſſell, into whichto re- 
ceive the sknmmie and putrefyed 
matter which ariſeth from the 
corrupt and collericke blood, bur it 
15 either avoyded in excrements, 
humours, or mcderaxe exerciſe and 
ſieares, or elſe by immoderate cy» 
erciſe and violent Jabour. By too 
much repletion ard fullneiſe, by 
unwholſume food and evill dyet, or 
by ſome other naturall defe&, this 
collericke corruption increaſing 
and overflowing, it preſently and in 
an inſtant over-ſpreads the whole 
body, having its courſe through 
every veine, and fo diſcoloureth 
; the 
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the skin, and makes all the outward 
parts yellow, eſpecially the Eyes, 
and inſide of the Lips, alſo mixing 
with the better blood, and confoun- 
ding the ſtrength and vertue there- 
of itbrings agenerall faintneſſe over 
all the body, and inthe end ſuffoca- 
ting the heart, of force there muſt 
follow ſudden and certaine mortali- 
ty, and hence proceed thoſe ſudden 
deaths of horſes, for which'ovr weak 
Farriers can give but an idlc and 
fooliſh account. s 

But toreturne to my purpoſe,afe 
ter you have taken away good ore 
of blood, and (as you imagine) all, 
or at leaſt, moſt part of that which 
is corrupt, you ſhall chenſet him up 
in the Stable, tying his head to the 
empty Racke gently and at liberty, 
neither ſo high that hee ſhall bee 
compelled to reſt his Head upon 
the Bridle, nor yet ſo low that hee 
may thruſt his Head into the 


ſtand 
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ſand at leaſt twe hours. 

Now if the ſickeneſle be not very 
contageous and dangerous,you ſhall 
notadminiſterany potion unto him 
that day, becauſe the veine being 
opened,and all the humors,powers, 
and faculties of the body difterbed, 
it will bea double vexation to the 
ſpirits to have the working 'of the 
Potion alſo; therefore in this eaſe, 
tbe ſickeneſle nor being violent, you 

+ *may forbeare further adminiſtrati. 
on, and onely.after the Horſe hath 
faſted, as before ſayd, you ſhall give 
him ſuch fGode as he will categyhe- 
ther it be Hay,Bread,or Cornez and 
alwayes provide that it be ſtrong, 


ſavory, lwecte, dry, and eleane dreſt: ' 


as for the quantity it matters not, 
fora Tmall pitrance will mainetaine 
life;and humour is now tothe Horſe 
as food, beſides emptinefle is no 

great diſpleafure. 
. At high Noone you ſhall give 
him a ſwecte Maſh of Malt and 
| Water 
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Water made in this manner. 

Take halfe a pecke of good Malt 
well ground, and ppt it into a payle 
by it ſelfe, then take a gallon of 
faire cleere Water, and ſet it onthe 
fire, then when it is come to rhe 
height, that it is ready to boyle, 
put as muchof it ro the Malt, as 

will moyſt and cover the Malt all 
| and ſtirre them_exceedingly 

well together, craſhing the Malt 
with a flat Rudder as much as you 
can, ever and anon taſting it with 
your finger,till it be as ſweete as any 
Honey, and then cover it over with 
Cloathes as cloſe as you can,and ſo 
let it ſtand and ftoove for two or 
J three houres at the leaſtz then the 
houre being come, in which the 
Horſe is to receive it, uncover the 
Maſh, #nd ſtirre it well about, bur 
finding ittoo hot, then pur to it 
ſome cleare cold Water, that may 
temper and allay it, but in any wiſe 
not ſo much as may take away any 
part 
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part of the ſweeteneſſe, and 'in this 
tempering with your hand cruſh 
and ſqueeze theMalt as much as you 
can, then (the Maſh being luke. 
warme) give it the Horſe to drinke 
and ifhe will cate of the Malt, let 
him taketherofar his pleaſure. This 
is the beſt manner of making an or- 
dinary Maſh, or Horſe Caudle, for 
of that nature and quality it is,and ty 
thet purpoſe that a Caudle is admi 
niſtred to a Man, is this given toa 
Horſe, for you muſt underſtand, 
that in theſe contagious diſeaſes no- 
thing is more pelſti!ent than cold 
Water, and eſpecially when exer- 
ciſe aannot be uſed. 

The ruder Farriers and Horſe. 
Groomes doe _= the Maſh ano- 
ther way, putt! e Malt to the 
Water. ke fol and ſo boyling 


them both together, but this is un- 
wholeſome and na that eve- 
ry good Houſe-wite can witneſſe, 


for this long boyling ——_ | 
| c 
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the Malt, takes away the ſtrength 
and ſeetenefle, and gives an harſh 
and unſavory taſte, which is offen- 
fiveto the Horſes Nature. 

If your Horſe be coy, and refuſe 
to take the Maſh,as many are, part- 
ly for want of uſe and cuſtome, and 
partly through weakeneſſe of fto- 
macke, then you ſhall ftraine the 
Water from the Malt: exceeding 
hard, and ſo give it him with an 
borne to drink, then takethe graines 
which you have ſo ſtrained and pur 
them in the Maunger before the 
Horſe, on which whether he feede 
or no, it matters not, for if he but 
ſmell and ſnuffell his noſe upon 
them, iris ſufficient, and the ſume 
thereof is wonderous wholeſome 
for his head. 

Afﬀeer you have thus given him 
his Maſh, you ſhall ſee that hee be 
very warmely cloathed, as namely, ' 
2 good Woollen Body-Cloathto 
come round about his _—

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Cloath or two tocome over it, and 
tobe well wiſpt round about, with 
ſoft, thicke, and Jarge wiſpes; for 
the little, hard, and neate wiſpes, 
though they are comely to the eye, 
p_ they unwholefome tor the 
y, for their hardneſſe and ſmall- 
nefle makes an impreſſion into the 
Horſes ſides, and cauſeth him for- 
bezre to lye downe, when Nature 
and reſt requireth it. 
- The Horſe being thus warmely 
cloathed as aorciane, and with a 
very warme breaſt-cloth before his 
breaſt, for that is an eſpeciall part to 
keepe warme, you ſhall then cauſe 
one ortwotorub all his foure Legs 
from his knees and Cambrels down- 
wards with very hard wiſpes, and to 
rub them ſo hard as may bez and 
whilſt his limbes are thus in rub- 
bing, you ſhall take a courſe rubber 
banaf oe Apple oy 
pen Cloath, and warming one 
after another over apanof Coales, 


with 
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with them rub the Horſe excecc- 
ding much in the nape of the Neck, 
or the Polle juſt betweene his 
Eares, and on the Temples ofthe 
Head, for there is nothing more 
wholeſome,than theſe frictions and 
chafings, for they diſſolve humors, 
revive all natural] heate, bring a 
cheetefull nimblenefſle into the 
limbesand purgethe head of groſle; 
cold, and _ matter, cleanſing 
and purifying the Braine, by which 
the members and other faculties 
are fortified, and the whole Body 
reduced backe to its firſt ſtrength 
and ability.

have it, as you are willing to give it, 
for there is nothing that delighteth 
an Horſe more, or more rejoyceth 
his ſpirits, than ſweete ſavours, and 
odoriferous ſmels, of which this 
perfume is one of the chiefeſt. 

The cffe& which this perfume 
worketh, is, that it purgeth the 
Braine of all filthy and cor 
matter, and (as you ſhall finde y 
experience in the working) a - 

ves 
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ſolves tough matter into water, and 
brings it away in fuch abundance, 
that ir is ſometimes ready roextin- 
guiſhthefire as it falleth. Ir is the 

{t comforter of the Braine 
tharcan be, and from thence ſen- 
deth fuch checrefulneſſe to the 
heart, that it rejoyceth the whole 
body. 

There are diyetſe other perfumes 
which weake Farricrs uſe in this 
ca'c, as namely, wet Hay, or rotten 
Litcer, and puttivga burning Coale 
therein, give the ſmoake to the 
Horſe: Bur this is a ſttuking favour 
and no perfume, and although it 
makerhe Horſe ſnnare and neeſe; 
and ſo you may imagine it avoideth 
foule matter, yet it 1s nothing fo, 
bur ir offenderh both his Braine 
and Stomacke, and by the noy- 
ſomneſſe of the ſmell, dulleth and 
—_— wt egy Fes RG 
ingendreth infe&ion, any wa) 
abatcth infirmity; for from _ 
| ne 
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nefſe there can but rottenneſſe pro- 
ceed. 

Next there is the Perfume of 
Brim{lone, cither ſimple of it felte, 
and put upon the fire, orelſe com- 
pound with an other body,as Butter, 
Oyle, or the like,and ſo thruſt up in- 
to the Horſes noſtrils. This I muſt 
needes confeſle is a ſharpe Perfume, 
and evacuateth much foule matter, 
and diffolveth the thickeſt matter 
nto thin wa'er : But yet you muſt 
know, that there is in this Sw/phare, 
or Brimftone a certaine earthy and 
poylonous quality, which not one- 
ly doth offend the vitall parts, buris 
alſo moſt malignant and injurious 
both to the eyes of Man and Beaſt, 
lo that like Mazery Goodcont, if ir 
have one vertue, yet two vices at- 
tend it, 

Thenthere are the Perfumes of 
the Stalkes of Ono, Garlich, 
Leekes,c Muſtard ſeed, 40d the likegor 
the Perfame of the Freites themi- 

D ſelves 
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{clves either burnt or boyld , but 
theſe are alſo great enemies to the 
eyesof an Horfe,{o that I can by no 
meanes allow them, eſpecially for 
this reaſon, becauſe that generrally 
all theſe inward fickneſſes in Hortes 
doe moſt of all afflit rhe head and 
eycs, to which theſe things are cnc- 
mies. | 
Alſo there is the Perfume ot 
Wheat, Pexiroyall, and Sage,boyld til 
the Pheate burſt, and ſo put itintoa 
Bagge faſtened about the Horſes 
noſe, This I muſt confcfle is the 
beſt ofmany, yet it is much too 
weake fora ſtrong infirmity,and the 
Penirogall hath a bitternefle thar is 
offenfive. |
